Any resemblance between the horse 
above, wearing the No. 8 saddle cloth 
(and wearing out his rider), and Greek 
Song, the real No. 8 in the 82nd running 
of the Belmont Stakes, is unintentional. 
Greek Song finished the mile and a half 
of the Belmont under his own power and 
earned fourth money, about three lengths 
behind the winner. The cartoonist imagin- 
ed the situation to illustrate that the third 
leg of America’s Triple Crown calls for 
stamina as well as speed. 

And of course there is no similarity be- 
tween the weary cartoon characters and 
the team of Middleground and W. Boland, 
which won the Belmont Stakes and gained 
the final leg of the Triple Crown series. 
They had paired in the Kentucky Derby to 
win the first leg, and had finished second 
to Hill Prince in the Preakness. Thus the 
King Ranch Stable, of Texas, picked up 
214 points of a possible three in the early 
racing for the 3-year-old championship of 
1950. 

In the Kentucky Derby it had been 
Middleground first and Hill Prince sec- 
ond. In the Preakness it had been Hill 
Prince first and Middleground second. 
The Belmont Stakes was to be the decid- 
ing race of the series. Hill Prince had 
beaten Middleground in the Wood Me- 
morial and the Withers Stakes, and they 
were nice races to win. But they were 


only preliminaries to the main events. 
The Belmont Stakes figured to be an- 
other one-two finish between the colts. 
So far as the bettors were concerned, 
they conceded it to Hill Prince by mak- 
ing him the 17-to-20 favorite, with Middle- 
ground the second choice at nearly 3 to 
1. The tote board, however, is not an 
oracle, and its message prior to the race 
turned out to be a set of wrong numbers. 
The first intimation that the one-two 
hypothesis might have gone astray was 
flashed to Eddie Arcaro on the first turn. 
He was. as usual, aboard C. T. Chenery’s 
colt and had Hill Prince on the rail. 
Lights Up and Mr. Trouble were heads 
apart, in front of the pack. Middleground, 
Hawley. and Greek Ship formed a second 
tier, also fairly close to the rail. Hill 
Prince and the others were racing along 
behind. It had been Arcaro’s intention to 
wait until later before committing him- 
self, but the unexpected happened when 
the leading five or six horses swung a 
bit wide, and Hill Prince found himself 
looking into an opening. Before his rider 
could take a new hold on the reins, Hill 
Prince sprinted through the hole, brush- 
ing the rail in his eagerness, and Arcaro 
found himself in the lead, willy-nilly. 
There was nothing for the rider to do, 
after that, but try to rate his mount in 
front, hoping to have enough in reserve 


when the others came running at him. At 
about the 144-mile point Hill Prince still 
led by a length and a half, but some of 
the others had a taut line on him:George 
D. Widener’s Lights Up, a stubborn chal- 
lenger, remained in contention; C. V. 
Whitney’s Mr. Trouble was running 
strongly; and Middleground was a steady 
fourth. 

At the top of the straightaway, a little 
less than two furlongs from the wire, the 
pot began to boil. Mr. Trouble and Lights 
Up moved on Hill Prince, and Middle- 
ground was close behind. Boland had been 
instructed to wait until the three-six- 
teenths pole “even if you're last,” but 
his colt had a clear path on the outside 
of the others, and had plenty of run left 
in his reservoir. So he began to move as 
the others went ahead, and passed Mr. 
Trouble first and then Lights Up. Hill 
Prince shortened stride and three more 
horses passed him. The order of finish was 
Middleground a length, Lights Up a half- 
length. Mr. Trouble a head, and_ the 
Brandywine Stable’s Greek Song. Clif: 
ford Mooers’ Hawley, Brookmeade’s Greek 
Ship. Hill Prince, Hal Price Headley’s 
Lotowhite and Brookmeade’s Sunglow. 

The Belmont win was the second for 
the King Ranch, whose Thoroughbred 
breeding operations are headed by Robert 
J. Kleberg. The Texas cattle and horse 
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empire won with Assault, in 1946, In 
that instance the King Ranch was wind- 
ing up a sweep through the Triple Crown. 
Like Assault, Middleground is a son of 
Bold Venture, which won the Kentucky 
Derby and the Preakness and broke down 
while preparing for the Belmont Stakes.

TheSenate Makesa Discovery; 


Middleground Earns Top Spot 


New YORK 
The Senate committee which reported, 
last week, that the Continental Press Serv. 
ice had a “near monopoly” on the dis- 
semination of racing information to book- 
makers should be congratulated, rested, 
and then put to studying the relationship 
between the sides of an equilateral tri- 
angle. Not that anybody distrusts Euclid, 
you understand, but the Senate should 
find out this sort of thing for itself. and 
not depend on the information of a Greek 
who may have been, for all 
knows, subversive.

The discovery raises some nice ques- 
tions. dear to the legal and_ senatorial 
mind. I'd like to know, for instance. if 
the anti-trust act applies to illegal enter- 
prises. If a man corners the books in his 
area. can he be convicted of unfair com- 
petition? But still more I'd like to know. 
in a world which seems a bit unruly and 
unsettled, if the members of the Senate 
committee were elected to find out who 
services the books in New Albany, Ind. 
To borrow a figure from Mark Twain, this 
is like killing a bug with a battery of 
artillery. It works, maybe. but it’s a 
waste of ammunition. 


To look at it from another viewpoint. 
the problem is to stop the flow of infor- 
mation to illegal outlets. and to let legiti- 
mate transmission of news alone. Well. 
the Senate committee proposes to do this 
hy stopping the flow of information alto- 
That is. newspapers and_ radio 
stations would be barred the use of ad- 
vance information, so that bookmakers 
wouldn't get it.

There is no friendliness in this corner 
either for bookmakers or for the Con- 
tinental Service—about which know 
very little, by the way.

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The Preparation of Sales Yearlings 


Dear Boss: 

Yesterday was more or less of a red- 
letter day for us. At long last we were 
able to send to Belmont our 4-year-old 
colt that has never started. We had pur- 
chased this colt at the yearling sales, and 
early in his 2-year-old form he tried very 
highly. Unfortunately he bowed a tendon 
before he ever started. We fired both his 
front legs and then turned him out here 
at the farm. 

After a rest of more than a year he was 
sent to Hunter C. Moody. at the Lexing- 
ton trotting track. Mr. Moody. an experi- 
with trotters. system 
that IT think is very beneficial to horses 
that have bowed: He hitches them to a 
trotting sulky and = brings them up_ to 
near racing pitch without ever putting 
weight on their back. The racing surface 
at the Lexington track is particularly good 
for a horse that has bowed. It has very 
little cushion, and a surface of this type is 
best for horses with bad tendons.

Being driven to a sulky should in theory 
teach a horse to stride out in bold fash- 
ion. The only objection that I can see is 
that perhaps a horse will tend to go a 
little high in front. IT have been assured 
that this is not true, but the thought 
still remains in my mind.

We 
have two groups of them this year. One 
group goes to Saratoga, and the other 
group will not go to the sales. Those that 
do not go to Saratoga are boarders and

two late foals that I do not believe will 
be large enough to sell in the summer 
yearling auctions. It is my thought that 
small yearlings do not realize their full 
worth when exposed to the high-powered 
competition that exists the summer 
sales. They will invariably bring far more 
money in the fall, when they have attained 
better growth and when the competition 
is not so keen. 

The had been separated 
about a month prior to June 1, so that 
the only change in their routine is that 
they are now turned out at night instead 
of in the daytime. Sunburned yearlings 
do not sell well. 

The yearlings are eating well and_ the 
only hay they receive is second-or third- 
cutting alfalfa. We continue to feed them 
only twice a day. This routine will con- 
tinue until they are sold. The only horses 
that would be fed three times a day are 
those that do not seem to be doing well.

This year we have none in this category. 

Our six fillies also are being turned out 
at night. two to a paddock.

A Visit to Some 


by Dan M. Bowmar 
Middle Tennessee and Western Ken- 


tucky. two of the oldest Thoroughbred 
breeding regions in North America. to- 
day present a combination of young 
horsemen and old horsemen which speaks 
well for continuation of the high place 
these areas have occupied in American 
breeding history. 

Actually, horsemen don’t grow old. On 
a quick trip to a number of farms in these 
two fine agricultural regions, | found one 
man who has been in the business 60 
years and another who bought his first 
Thoroughbred three years ago equally 
enthusiastic. A complete picture of the 
farms I visited is unnecessary, since most 
horsemen are acquainted with them, but 
a few notes concerning what I saw and 
found there recently may be of inter- 
est. Here they are: 


PILOT KNOB STUD.—Coming into 


the valley of Middle Tennessee by way

of Cottontown and Gallatin. I reached 
Del Holeman’s Pilot Knob Stud about 9 
a.m. Mr. Holeman was at the main barn 
superintending the breeding of Condiment 
to a mare from a nearby farm. In an 
adjacent paddock was the other Pilot 
Knob stallion. Four Freedoms. In the pas- 


tures nearby were 61 broodmares and 
numerous yearlings and foals. Thirty- 


three mares belonged to Mr. Holeman, 
the other 28 were boarders. 

All of the 481 acres of the farm were 
in pasture. and the horses. including the 
yearlings. were in the pastures. 

“What's new on the farm—are you using 
any new methods this year. or have you 
got any sick horses?” [I asked Mr. Hole- 
man. “Nothing new.” he said. “I wormed 
all of ’em last fall and not a horse on 
the place has had ms, of medicine 
since. In fact, I haven't had any disease 
on this farm in the last 10 years.” Mr. 
Holeman. who had been in a Nashville 
hospital for several weeks early in the 
spring. turned to ask me: “What kind 
of walker are you—want to go over to 


the back pasture to see the yearling 


ing a creek on rocks, we reached the back 
pasture. where a bull was romping with 
the yearlings. “I'll take care of myself 


with those fillies.” I said. “but what about 
that bull?” “Never gives any trouble.” 
said Mr. Holeman. And he didn’t. 

There were five fillies by Condiment 
and three by Four Freedoms. Next we 
saw yearling colts by Four Freedoms, 
Free For All. Condiment, and Supremus. 
Soundness and good disposition were the 
qualities which impressed me. 

Along came Steve Jackson. a Negro 
who was Mr. Holeman’s broodmare man 
for many years. Now blind, he no longer 
is active with the horses but still makes 
his home at Pilot Knob. It was time to 
go. but as usual, the desire was to re- 
main there and listen to Mr. Holeman. 


KENNESAW FARM.—I. C. McMahan, 
master of Kennesaw. was superintending 
the setting of tobacco when I arrived, but 
he stopped to talk horses and show his 
stock. Kennesaw has been a_ breeding 
farm for many years. Before it was ac- 
quired in 1918 by Mr. McMahan’s father, 
J. W. MeMahan, it belonged to G. M. 
Hendrie, was managed by John Walters. 

Today the stallions at Kennesaw are 
Joe’s Choice. by Sweeping Light, and Bull 
Play. by Bull Lea. The former is owned 
by Mr. MeMahan and Leo J. Calliouette. 
The latter is the property of W. W. Jones.

WHITE OAK FARM.—Both farm and 
yearlings were looking sleek at this Brent- 
wood, Tenn., establishment of Jack W. 
Denis, Nashville real estate man and 
chairman of the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders. When I arrived. 
Mr. Denis was proud of a report just 
received from the Agricultural Extension 
Department of the University of Tennes- 
see, which had tested his pastures. The 
report stated that no part of the farm, 
which is located in the phosphate-lime- 
stone belt of Middle Tennessee, needed 
phosphate. It also stated that the back 
pastures, where the yearlings are kept, 
did not need lime, fertilizer, or treatment 
of any kind. 


also several 


All of this pleased Mr. Denis, since 
pasture management is one of his pet 
projects. Manure is spread regularly, An 
Australian-made chain harrow, and an 
English tooth harrow are used to loosen 
the soil and to work in manure, and any 
other needed fertilizer. The whole farm is 
in pasture to provide sufficient space for 
rotation of mares, and thus keep them 
on fresh pasture. Most pastures go four 
to five months out of each year without 
being used. 

Last fall a new six-stall barn was built, 
and here the yearlings are quartered. In 
this barn I saw one of the flashiest year- 
lings | have observed this season—a 
*Bernborough colt out of Miss Porter. He 
is a half brother to the stakes winner 
Eastern Flyway. This colt, along with two 
others, is scheduled to go to Keeneland 
Sales in July. The others include a Shut 
Out filly, which is a half sister to the 
stakes winners Greek Song and Corydon, 
and a Balladier filly, the first foal to live 
out of the winning mare Top Band. 

When I visited White Oak. five out of 
the six mares in foal had foaled. Of the 
five new foals, four were colts by Eight 
Thirty, Roman, Questionnaire, and Fight- 
ing Fox. The filly was by *Blenheim 2nd. 
The other mare was ready to foal to Bal- 
ladier. 


HAYNES HAVEN FARM.—On this 
1,200-acre estate at Spring Hill, Tenn.., 
young Robert L. Lancaster has the fast- 
est-growing Thoroughbred breeding es- 
tablishment in Tennessee. Haynes Haven 
has been a noted horse farm for many 
years. Billy Direct, the world champion 


pacer, was foaled and trained there. Fa- 
mous Walking and Saddle Horses were 


bred there. But it was not until 1947. 
shortly after Mr. Laneaster had returned 
from military service. that the first Thor- 
oughbred was purchased. — Including 
boarding mares and foals, there are more 
than 50 Thoroughbreds on the farm now. 

The farm’s stallion is Colonel O’F, 
which is owned by a syndicate made up 
of Mr. Lancaster, Winston Neil, and 
David H. Neil. This was the first season 
in stud for Colonel O’F, a son of Teddy’s 
Comet and winner of more than $100,000, 
Tennessee horsemen were high in their 
praise of the job done by Mr. Lancaster 
in getting, after a late start, a book of 28 
mares for the new stallion. “There were 
no free services in the lot,” said a Nash- 
ville horseman. More than half the mares 
came from outside of Tennessee—13 from 
Kentucky, others from Illinois and Ohio. 

Haynes Haven is a business-like farm 
with fine barns, good pastures, and water 
available on every part of it from a reser- 
voir of 110.000 gallons located on the 
highest spot and approximately in the 
center of the 1,200 acres. William P. 
Smith Jr., a son of Nashville banker, is 
the office manager, and Tom Jordan is 
the farm manager. 

A large dairy on the farm sells its 
output in Nashville, 35 miles north, “The 
dairy pays the help on the farm,” said 
Mr. Lancaster. Among the mares attract- 
ing attention at the time of my visit was 
Colhour, by *Hourless. since she is the 
dam of Storm Hour, which had won the 
big steeplechase race at Nashville on 
May 13, and won the Oxmoor Steeple- 
chase at Louisville on May 27. Colhour 
is owned by Mrs. John Youmans. 

One of the best yearlings at Haynes 
Haven is a *Bernborough colt which is 
the first foal of War Bug, half sister to 
By Jimminy and Bless Me. A likely look- 
ing filly is by Apache out of Sunana. One 
or both of these will go to the Keeneland 
Summer Sales. 


ADELBERT FARM.—One of the un- 
usual features of this farm is that the 
growing city of Hopkinsville, Ky., now 
surrounds it. It has been a Thoroughbred 
farm for approximately 60 years and first 
gained fame under the ownership of the 
late Dr. M. W. Williams, father of the 
present owner, Mrs. Clyde Smith. Sale of 
land has reduced the place to 40 acres. 
but it is a well-kept, efficient horse estab- 
lishment with six broodmares. Al White 
the Negro who cares for the horses, has 
been at Adelbert 18 years. 

It was here that Albert stood when he 
led the American sire list in 1899. Here 
were bred most of the horses raced by 
Dr. Williams and his racing partner, Gen- 
eral Cyrus S. Radford, who now is a resi- 
dent of Tom’s River, N. J. 


Mrs. Smith is proud of the fact that al] 
the yearlings she has sold in the summer 
sales. except one. has won. The lone ex. 
ception, she said. died after making two 
starts. “Sixty-five per cent of these horses 
have won at 2, and everything to race 
out of the dams of my 1950 yearlings have 
won,” Mrs. Smith added. 

Going to the barn, we found a group 
of well-conditioned yearlings. First was a 
colt by Jean Valjean out of Bird Nest. 
dam of Fighting Don. Bird Nest was bar- 
ren this year, but was bred to Fighting 
Fox, sire of Fighting Don. Others includ. 
ed an Amphitheatre filly out of Chic Las. 
sie, a 100 per cent producer; a Teddy's 
Comet colt out of Bird Haven, winning 
and producing daughter of Bird Nest: a 
Blue Flyer filly out of Jean Muffins, a 
Blue Flyer colt out of Last Inning, and a 
Petrose colt out The first 
three or four of these yearlings will be 
sold at Keeneland in July. 

Mr. Smith, an engineer and inventor, 
is interested in the horses, but leaves the 
management of them to his wife. And she 
is capable of handling them alone if nee- 
essary. At times she has, even to the job 
of trimming her horses’ feet. 


ALBERT FARM.—This is the farm of 
John H. White, a horseman of 60 years 
experience and the father of C. F. White. 
of Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, and _ of 
George White. trainer who now is racing 
a stable at Detroit. While still a boy, Mr. 
White was connected with Williams and 
Radford at the Adelbert Farm now owned 
by Mrs. Clyde Smith. In 1906 he bought 
his present farm located on the Brad- 
shaw pike near Hopkinsville. 

His experiences on the race courses, at 
the sale, and on his breeding farm would 
make a history of the Turf of the last 
half century. His health is not the best 
today, but he is still young when it comes 
to showing and talking horses. 

Diamond Dick, a large, strong son of 
*Rolls stallion at Mr. 
White’s place. Eight mares, six yearlings. 
the 1950 foals, and a few boarding mares 
make up the Thoroughbred population ot 
the farm.

In 1949 Elmendorf 2-Year-Olds Were First—

Every year for the past 25 Elmendort horses produced stakes win- 
ners in either America, England, or France. It is a record no other breeder 
ean equal.

Bolero was foaled April 22. 1946, at Elmendort 
Farm. Lexington. He was sold at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of 1947 to Arnold Hanger for $16.- 
000. Mr. Hanger raced the colt at two, and took 
home one purse in three starts. In 1949 Bolero 
raced in the colors of Abe Hirschberg, and was 
trained by Frank Childs. who has had consider- 
able suecess with the horses he has advised Mr. 
Hirschberg to buy. Dinner Gong was one exam- 
ple. Bolero won $61,390 in 1949 and won the Del 
Mar Derby, and the A. B. Spreckels, San Jose, 
and Veterans Rehabilitation Handicaps. 

In the fall of the year, Bolero set a new track 
record for three-quarters of a mile at Bay Mead- 


ows. He carried 116 pounds and went the distance 
in 1:0985. A month later, on October 29, he 
equaled his own reeord., under 126 pounds. He 
stretched out to the longer distances in 1950, and 
was unsuccessful. But when he was dropped back 
te six furlongs Mareh 7. he lowered the track 
record at Tanforan, going the distance in 1:1045. 
under 120) pounds. On April 3. over the same 
course. he carried 21 pounds. and reduced his own 
time by two-fifths of a second. 

In the Pacifie Handicap, Bolero faced some of 
the fastest horses on the West Coast. including 
Roman In, which recently equaled *Fair Truckle’s 
world record for six furlongs in 1:0825. Bolero 
started comparatively slowly in the Pacific, but 
moved up rapidly on the turn. and drew clear 
in the last furlong to win by three lengths. 
Roman In showed speed in the early part of the 
race, dropped back on the turn, and then came 
on again.

Lot O Luck was foaled at Warren Wright’ Calu- 
met Farm, Lexington, on May 3. 1947. The colt 
was one of 11 yearlings sold by Mr. Wright at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1948. Lot O 
Luck, a half brother to the stakes mare Bewitch 
and a brother to the stakes winner Pot 0° Luck, 
brought $10,100. top price by the Calumet group 
The colt was bought by A. E. Reuben for his 
and his wife’s Hasty House Farm Stable. Lot O 
Luck is the first stakes winner for his sire Chance 
Play since 1947, when Pot 0° Luck and Tel o° 
Sullivan were winning stakes. The aged stallion is 
at Calumet Farm, where he is retired from the 
stud. 

Lot O Luck is Potheen’s youngest foal. Later 
she slipped a foal, and was barren in 1950. She 
was booked to Bull Lea this year. Potheen was 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association's 
choice for “Champion Broodmare of 1947.” 


Harry Trotsek, who trains the Hasty House 
horses, had high regard for the colt long before 
he developed into a stakes horse. Lot O Luck was 
second the Pimlico Futurity last) year, and 
third in the Keeneland Sales Colt) and Gelding 
Stakes. John B. Campbell assigned him 110 pounds 
on the Experimental Free Handicap. His trainer 
had hopes of getting him ready for the Kentucky 
Derby, but he made an _ indifferent showing in 
the Derby Trial, and it was decided to pass up 
the big race. 

The Peabody Memorial was the first stakes win 
for Lot O Luck. He won it through the disquali- 
fication of J. S. Bradley’s Sun David. Lot O Luck 
was in close quarters near the start, but went 
through on the rail at the first turn. He then went 
to the outside in the stretch, and was carried wide 
by Sun David in the last eighth. A few yards from 
the finish. Lot O Luck was struck across the chest 
by the rider on Sun David, and the stewards 
ruled that his progress was impeded. Sun David 
was disqualified, and placed second.

as fat yearlings, but I will continue to 
insist that they are not fat. 

In connection with this I am reminded 
of a filly I sold last year. The farm man. 
ager for the man who bought her did not 
see her until the day after the sale. His 
comment was: “too fat.” I made him feel 
the filly, trying to prove that she was not 
too fat. but he would not change his 
opinion, Several weeks later he called to 
apologize. He said that he had been 
wrong. The filly was not fat. He had given 
her a physic ball and turned her out, 
and still hadn’t been able to get her 
weight down. He guessed that she was 
just destined to be big all over. 

Our sales yearlings are eating rolled 
oats. bran, Calf Manna, and two cold. 
water mashes a week. In view of our hay- 
ing to ship them about 1.000 miles to 
Saratoga, the mashes can be considered 
in the light of insurance. They also re- 
sult in a glossy coat that certainly helps 
them sell for the high dollar. We have 
taken away all corn, and since these year- 
lings are on the low-level phenothiazine 
treatment. we don’t feed them sweet feed. 

We sell during the middle of August, 
a matter of about two months from now. 
The last month of the preparation will in- 
clude teaching them to walk and_ show 
properly. They must be prepared for wav- 
ing catalogues, brightly colored dresses, 
being pointed at with walking sticks, ete. 
There is nothing so trying as inspecting 
yearlings that have not been taught how 
to behave. It is reasonable to assume 
that if a yearling is not showing to ad- 
vantage. he will receive less favorable at- 
tention from a prospective buyer, no mat- 
ter what his conformation. 


VEXATIONS. In my morning mail | 
found a letter from a man who stands 
three or four stallions. Last year I bred 
to two of these stallions. This year I bred 
several mares to three of them. The letter 
in the morning mail asks me to indicate 
as soon as possible the number of sea- 
sons to these stallions that I wish to have 
next year. The answer will be “none.” 

I have not changed my opinion about 
the breeding potentials of the horses in 
question. [ have simply decided that it is 
not economically sound for my mares to 
visit this man’s farm. Without passing 
judgment, | will list below the reasons for 
my arriving at this decision: 

]. Last year a barren mare from our 
farm was sent over to this man’s farm to 
be bred. She was returned to us with the 
statement: “We can’t breed her. She isn't 
in season.” This did not seem reasonable 
to me. because the mare had been exam- 
ined late in the afternoon on the pre-

by our veterinarian. If the veterinarian 
was right. and I am sure he was, there 
was no possibility that the mare would 
have gone out by 8 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. | will admit that she is a very rough 
mare, but I assume this farm has some 
rough mares of its own that it succeeds 
in breeding. As this happened late in the 
breeding season, the mare went barren. 

2. Early this year a mare that had been 
sutured very tightly cross-stitched 
was sent to one of the stallions in ques- 
tion. This horse. a rough animal, should 
have been assisted by the veterinarian to 
enter the mare. The farm manager would 
not allow the veterinarian to do_ this, 
claiming that the stallion would not cover 
the mare if he were touched. As a result, 
a forced entry of the mare was made that 
tore out completely the cross-stitch and 
suturing. This whole act seemed com- 
pletely unnecessary. 

3. Mares going to these stallions may 
sometimes be given a double cover, but 
if so. they are never doubled for me. I 
have tried unsuccessfully several times 
to double a mare at this farm. 

4. A more recent episode: We had a 
barren mare booked to one of these stal- 
lions. The farm manager called us and 
requested that the breeding date be 
moved back in order to allow him to 
cover several foaling mares. 


I was away at the time. or I would 


have objected. My season would seem to 
be as good as someone else’s, whether 
to barren or foaling mares. However, my 
office agreed to move the mare back. As 
a consequence she had gone out of sea. 
son by the new breeding date. It now is 
late in the year, and I question that | 
will get her in foal. The stallion stands 
on a return basis and I doubt that I will 
pay the fee. To add insult to injury. an. 
other mare that we were breeding to the 
same horse stayed in season several days 
after we bred her. In view of our having 
moved the other mare back to accommo- 
date the foaling mares. we thought it only 
reasonable to request a double cover for 
her. This double was refused, although I 
know the horse was not busy on the day 
in question, 

Today’s costs of producing Thorough- 
breds are such that I do not feel it eco- 
nomically sound for us to continue patron- 
izing this man’s stallions.

Report by Grayson Foundation 


A report on activities of the Grayson 
Foundation has been published recently.

VIRUS ABORTION. At the Depart- 
ment of Animal Pathology, Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station, University 
of Kentucky, Lexington. The laboratory 
at Lexington for time has been 
headquarters for virus abortion research.

from Kentucky horse breeding farms, 
specimens from other parts of the coun- 
try are received. A vaccine developed 


through this research is used on Thor- 
oughbred mares in about ten states. The 
disease has been definitely diagnosed in 
about 12 states. Efforts have been made

eggs as a means of preparing the vaccine. 
It new is obtained from tissues obtained 
from aborted fetuses. Experiments also 
have been made to establish the virus in 
laboratory animals, such as guinea pigs. 

Additional virus abortion studies now 
are being made at Vanderbilt University, 
at Nashville, Tenn., laboratory 
work is in progress to cultivate the virus 
through tissue culture. 


SWAMP FEVER. Werk on equine in- 
fectious anemia is being conducted at the 
University of Infectious 
anemia virus which was isolated during 
the epizootic in New England in 1947 has 
been maintained at an experimental farm 
used by the university. Early work on the 
disease has been directed toward develop-

tion is at the University of Maryland. Re- 
search has indicated that an Rh-like fac- 
tor, of a new category, may be respon- 
sible for jaundice in foals. Studies along 


this line will be continued until a new 
test for the compatibility of matings 


among stallions and mares has been ade- 
quately tested. (Considerable success in 
work with jaundiced foals has been 
achieved at the University of Kentucky. 
However, this research was not done with 
Grayson funds. ) 


KQUINE INFLUENZA associated 
conditions. special committee was ap- 


pointed to study this problem. It  ree- 


ommended the support of a research proj- 
ect. The University of Maryland has been 
selected for the work. A capital outlay of 


about $100,000 and an annual operating 
grant of about $50,000 was authorized, In 
this connection, an investigation was made 


of colds and coughing among young 
horses at Hialeah and Belmont Parks 


last year. Data gathered at this time will 
be turned over to the University of Mary. 
land for possible use with the influenza 
project. 

The Grayson Foundation was establish.
